DECLARATION OF ROCHELLE M. PLEASANT 

I, Rochelle M. Pleasant, declare as follows: 

1 . I am over the age of 1 8 years of age and am fully competent to make this 
declaration. I am a prosecution paralegal in the firm of Akin Gump Strauss Hauer & Feld 
LLP, the designated attomeys of record by Compaq Information Technologies Group, L.P. 
("CITG") in the above-identified patent application, as reflected by the Power of Attomey 
executed by Marcella Barboza, Patent Administrator for CITG, assignee of the interests of 
co-inventors Ramkrishna Prakash, David M. Abmayr, Jeffirey H. Hilland, James Fonts, and 
William F. Whiteman. Unless otherwise indicated, I have personal knowledge of the facts set 
forth herein. 

2. On December 31, 2001, the above patent application was filed with the Patent 

Office. 

3. On or about February 13, 2002, the docketing department of our firm received 
the Patent Office's Notice of Missing Parts in the above-identified patent application. 

4. On April 3, 2002, I transmitted an email to CITG enclosing a Declaration, 
Assignment, and Power of Attomey by Assignee for execution by all inventors. 
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5. On April 5, 2002, I attempted to contact Mr. Scott C. Johnson at his last 
known home telephone number of 512-310-9311, and received a recording stating that the 
telphone number I dialed was disconnected. I then called directory assistance in Houston, 
Austin, Dallas, and Round Rock areas in an attempt to locate Mr. Scott C. Johnson, to no 
avail. Further, I performed an Intemet search on www.theultimatewhitepages.com (a 
searchable website using five different search engines), and after contacting some of the Scott 
C. Johnson's listed in Texas, was not able to locate the Scott C. Johnson who used to be 
employed by CITG. 

6. On April 26, 2002, Mr. James Fonts retumed my telephone call and 
acknowledged receipt of the Declaration and Assignment, along with a complete copy of the 
patent application as filed with drawings which I faxed to him that same day. 

7. On or about May 3, 2002, Mr. Fonts faxed to our office the executed 
Assignment. I contacted Mr. Fonts upon receipt of the fax and asked him to please sign and 
retum the Declaration, which was missing firom his fax, and he acknowledged he would sign 
the Declaration and fax it over. To this date, the imdersigned has not received the signed 
Declaration. 

8. On or about August 1, 2002, the undersigned's ofiBce received the Notice of 
Incomplete Reply mailed July 24, 2002. After a review of the July 8, 2002 filing, I contacted 
Mr. Fouts and left him a detailed voicemail message at CITG and his residence requesting 
that he execute and retum the Declaration. Since that date, several voicemail messages were 
left at his residence and work, and emails were sent to Mr. Fouts up until the day of filing this 
Declaration in support of the Petition. Mr. Fouts has not retumed any of the xmdersigned's 
telephone messages or emails. 

9. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true, and ftirther, 
that these statements were made with the knowledge that willfiil, false statements and the like 
so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, xmder § 1001 of Title 18 of the 
United States Code, and that such willfiil false statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any patent issued thereon.
